SURFACE FORCE INDEPENDENT DUTY CORPSMAN 
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Surface Force Independent Duty Corpsmen serve as the Medical Department 
Representatives aboard surface ships, with Fleet Marine Force Units, and isolated duty Sailor to Sailor Official 
stations, independent of a medical officer. Perform diagnostic procedures, advanced first Newsletter of CNP 
aid, basic life support, nursing procedures, minor surgery, basic 
clinical laboratory procedures, and other routine health care. Manage 
preventive medicine and industrial health surveillance programs, and 
associated shipboard administrative and logistical duties. Provide 
health education to junior medical and all nonmedical personnel. 
Perform patient care and medical management functions. Senior 
medical personnel assigned to shore and operational units provide 
medical assistance, training, and inspection services for the crew.
